The 
sensor bearing 3 is advantageously designed without m i rror i ng play , in order to 
increase the measurement accuracy. Aferrofluid seal 10 is located on the sensor 
flange 4, between the sensor bearing 3 and the coding disk 5. The ferrofluid seal 
10 is formed essentially by a magnet 6 which is magnetized axially with respect 
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to the sensor shaft 2, the flux guide elements 7 and 9 resting on it, and a 
ferrofluid liquid 8.--
